Wherever The Chronicle has in- 
terviewed patrons, owners and train- 
ers of the steeplechasing game, it 
has been pleasing to note the’ en- 
couraging and improved attitudes 
of everyone to do with the sport for 
the ensuing season. Steeplechasing 
is bound to improve this year with 
such astute and inspiring study it 
has been given by all Race Associa- 
tions, from Pimlico, Delaware Park 
to the New York, and the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
body. Every effort is being made to 
arrange races (contests of at least 
a half dozen starters) which will at- 
tract both the stake horse and the 
selling plater 

A definite effort is to be made to 
induce the owners and trainers’ of 
Hunt-Meeting stables to race their 
jumpers at the major tracks by sav- 
ing races exclusively for horses 
which have started at a Recognized 
Hunt Race Meeting in 1938-1939. It 
is very probable that this type of 
race may stimulate the sport especi- 
ally at Saratoga during the month 
of August when the Hunt Meetings 
are off the calendar, between the 
spring and fall seasons.

On this clear, cold morning thirty- 
five insatiable foxhunters met at West 
Hills expecting a pleasant ride and 
perhaps a pirouette or two in the big 
woods. The big woods, however, 
were foxless and so too were Kahn’s 
but not our old standby Jones’s. Un- 
luckily this was one of those fastid- 
ious foxes who use nothing stronger 
than a drop of Eau de Cologne.

Two minutes later, a Chanel No. 5

iel, turned south and, running hard, 
crossed the Syosset-Cold Spring Har- 
bor road, fled over the big open fields 
of the Horan farm, in no wise dis- 
turbing Horan pere and fils at spring 
ploughing, crossed the railroad bridge 
and fled through the Woodbury sec- 
ond baseman’s backyard, over the 
Woodbury road into Chalmers Wood’s 
he ran, skirted the pond, climbed the 
hill and, looking down across the 
fallow fields, saw a thicket and with 
Hounds at his heels, raced for it and 
for his life.

Hounds met in front of the Du- 
Ponts lovely Bellevue home on Sun- 
day afternoon, April 2nd., at three 
o’clock, where everyone was cordially 
welcomed by Mr. and Mrs. DuPont. 
Our host explained to the hunt staff 
that the estate was enclosed with a 
closely woven wire fence which pre- 
vented game from leaving the proper- 
ty, and that six or eight Kansas jack 
rabbits, which has been put out two 
years before, could be found in the 
open fields. 


The first draw was the infield of 
the large race track. Here a hare was 
promptly viewed away, and away the 
eleven couple pack sped in hot pur- 
suit. Scenting conditions were ideal 
and hounds drove on the length of 
the infield and crossed the race track 
with never a check. Two other hare 
got up within the race track but were 
not seen by hounds. The pack raced 
on with wonderful cry into a large 
open grass field. The jacks. squatting 
in this field and in the one beyond. 
must have heard their pursurers com- 
ing. As many as five hare were seen 
running in different directions out 
ahead of hounds. and several others 
got up behind the flying pack. 
Hounds caught sight of one hare and 
fortunately only one, and drove on 
circling back to the race track. 


For well over an hour the beagle 
pack hunted on across the open grass 
fields, around the large stable build- 
ings, and through the race track of 
this large estate. The pace was always 
fast; and a field of some seventy-five 
beagling enthusiasts had a strenuous 
afternoon’s exercise, as they ran a- 
cross the big green fields and climbed 
the many stout six foot plank fences. 
Although sight-chases were frequent 
and Hounds changed jack rabbits 
many times, the pack hunted close- 
ly together and showed some very 
good sport. 


Finally two hare got up right in 
front of hounds and split the pack 
in half.

RACING IN THE OLD DOMINION 


The Deep Run Races Saturday were a fitting opening to the Hunt Meet- 
ings in the Old Dominion. The course at Curles Neck near Richmond could 
not have been in better shape. The whole day showed a lot of work in the 
part of the committee and credit should be given the Racing Secretary, 
Richard Wallach for the fruits of his labors. In these days entries do not 
just drop in from Heaven. The job of a Racing Secretary is not an easy one 
because entries have to be worked for, written for and even begged for. 

Regardless of the difficulties, the entries were there and in quantity and 
quality. The entire meeting was a great success and those who journeyed 





down to the outskirts of Richmond were well rewarded. The associations 
that surround racing about Richmond lends itself to a successful race meet- 
ing, for Richmond and racing were practically synonomous in the early days 
of this country. 

Before racing had become established in any other section of the colonies, 
it was the great event of the year at Richmond. In 1674 the records of 
York County disclose a James Bullock, having made a race for his mare to 
run with a horse belonging to one Matthew Slader for two thousand pounds 
of tobacco and caske. 

Again in 1691 Virginia’s bachelor governor, Francis Nicholson gave rac- 
ing an official boost with the following: 

“To the Sheriff of Surry County: I desire that you give public notice that 
I will give first and second prizes to be run for by Horse on the 22nd day of 
April next St. George’s Day, being Saturday.”’ 

Racing developed rapidly in the Old Dominion for the sport of Kings was 
dear to the heart of the Virginia families so many of whom had left country 
estates in England to come to the colonies. 

Colonel Johnson, called the Napoleon of the turf from 1782 to 1849 must 
have symbolized much of the early racing in Virginia. His old colored jockey 
and trainer talks of the old days in the following picturesque language: 

“In dem days, New Market was ‘bout de head place in de United States 
for horse racin’, and all de gentlemen fum far and near used to come. No- 
body dat was anybody stayed away and it was a fine sight when de spring 
and autumn races come I tell you .... Why dar was Otway Hare, Parker 
Hare, John C. Goode, Mr. Corbin, Mr. Taylor, Mr. Peter Mason. (we used to 
walk our horses ebery evenin’ past his house, John Drummond and Allen 
Drummond, de two brothers'dat raised Sir Charles, all belonged to the New 
Market Jockey Club. Den der was General Wynne, an Billy Wynne, Billy 
Badger and Sam Badger, John C. Stevens and Mr. Van Rance and plenty 
more what used to foht der stables down to New Market every spring an 
autumn jes as reg’lar as clock work, de second Tuesdays in May and Octo- 
ber. Dem was de grandest times dat eber lived.”’ 

The reminiscences of this old darkey fill many pages, but the significance 
is the memory it leaves with us of the great racing days when the country 
was young. This was the time, too, when the Washingtons were journeying 
to Alexandria to the races. It is this heritage that the hunt meetings recall 
at Curles Neck, at Middleburg this Saturday and at Warrenton on May 6th. 
Some of the same families and many of the descendants of those early own- 
ers are watching their thoroughbreds running on the hills of Virginia. There 
are motor cars instead of coaches, there are business suits instead of ruffles 
and wigs, there are parlor vans instead of lines of darkies, but the atmos- 
phere is the same. There is the same thunder of hoofs on the turf, the same 
yells from the crowd, the same blood that coursed through Sir Archy, Bon- 
nets o'Blue Reality, Timoneum, Boston, John Stanley, Sir Harry, Sir Charles 
and the others. 

Racing in Virginia is an old story, a story tinged with the romance of 
other days, other people, other horses, but the memory lingers to lend fasci- 
nation to a modern race meeting, well run, well conceived the success of 
which can go far towards bringing back to the Old Dominion the leadership 
in the racing world which once was her undisputed right. The Old New 
Market days have gone, never to return, but Deep Run recalls their ancient 
flavor and finds it good.

GIVES OPEN FORUM 


Horsemen Hear Lecture From 
Dr. Crile On Energy In Horses; 
Dr. Clark Talks On Opthalmia 


Veterinarians, horsemen, and phil- 
anthropists journeyed to Washington 
Monday to the National Headquarters 
of the American Red Cross to hear 
one of the most famous surgeons in 
the world disclose the results of ex- 
perimentation with the energy sys- 
tems of animals and horses. Dr. 
George Crile of Cleveland, Ohio and 
President of the Gorgas Memorial In- 
stitute was the principal speaker on 
a program that included Dr. Herbert 
C. Clark of Panama who spoke on 
his two year work in Panama on 
Moon Blindness and Rear Admiral E. 
R. Stitt. 

Dr. Crile’s work has been with the 
thyroid and adrenal glands. Compar- 
ing the size of the brains and the thy- 
roid and adrenal glands of horses and 
other kinds of animals, Dr. Crile has 
been able to arrive at a formula for 
each animal. Dr. Crile stated in his 
address that the Brain Cell was the 
greatest single unit to develop energy. 
The activity of the brain cell can be 
changed by only two types of oxyda- 
tion, that produced by Thyroid and 
that produced by the Adrenal glands. 
Comparing the lion and the alligator, 
Dr. Crile discovered that the adrenal 
gland was vastly larger in size in the 
lion which provided the lion with the 
quick, explosive action. In a wolf or 
dog, the thyroid gland was better de- 
veloped. From such experimenta- 
tion, Dr. Crile has been able to es- 
tablish the value of the thyroid gland 
as giving greater power over a great- 
er length of time while the adrenal 
gland provides immediate oxydation 
for the explosive burst of energy 
through the brain cell. In the thor- 
oughbred horse there is a large ad- 
renal gland and a smaller thyroid. 
Dr. Crile concluded his talk that was

MAJ. WILTSHIRE TO JUDGE 


AT ORANGE SHOW APRIL 22 
Maj. Turner Wiltshire, popular

illustrated by slides by stating that 
he was able to write a formula for 
the thoroughbred horse that would 
show the comparative sizes of the 
thyroid and adrenal glands. 

Dr. Herbert C. Clark outlined the 
results of his two years of study in 
Panama on Periodic Opthalmia with 
the Gorgas Memorial Laboratory. Of 
3,102 horses and mules under obser- 
vation some 34 were found to be blind 
in one or both eyes. The rate of in- 
fection from Moon Blindness in this 
country is approximately 10 to 12 per 
eent. Dr. Clark said that in the com- 
paratively short period that he has 
had Recurrent Opthalmia under in- 
vestigation that he has been able to 
make only a few deductions. The 
first of these was that the disease was 
rarely found in yearling or two year 
old horses. He thought the disease 
must be carried by a virus, which is 
a germ of such minute proportions as 
not to be seen even through the mic- 
roscope. Both eyes are not involved 
at the same time, said Dr. Clark. The 
portal of entry seems to be the nasal 
opening. The infection from this di- 
sease, is not rapid, according to Dr. 
Clark and is not easily transmitted. 
Dr. Clark stated that an Italian cen- 
ter felt that the disease was caused 
by a deficiency in thyroid, but in pur- 
suing this theory, the investigation 
carried on by the Gorgas Institute 
found that the horses infected with 
the disease were not deficient in thy- 
roid. Dr. Clark is more in agreement 
with Dr. Burkey who feels that Re- 
current Opthalmia is a sequel of 
Brosilosus. As this is found in Dairy 
herds and as dairies are prevalent in 
most horse countries, this light on the 
difficult subject is most revealing.
